WARNING ON NUMBER 
OF ABANDONED ANIMALS 

COUNTY FARES BADLY IN SURVEY CARRIED OUT BYTHE RSPCA 


Northamptonshire is 10th 
in the nationwide list for the 
number of animals being 
abandoned by owners, ac¬ 
cording to new statistics re¬ 
leased by the RSPCA. 

The figures showed that 848 
pets were abandoned between 
January 1 and October 1 this 
year, with the charity warning 
that as the winter weather ap¬ 
proaches, the risk to animals 
is even greater. 

Nationally in 2014, the 
RSPCA has been called out 
to deal with 29,770 reports of 
abandoned animals so far in 
England and Wales. 

In the Midlands region, the 
West Midlands had the most 
abandonments, with 1,428 
pets between January 1 and 
October 1. It came fourth on a 
national league table of aban¬ 
donments, with London and 
northern counties taking the 
top spots, including Greater 
Manchester with 1,528 (sec¬ 


ond) and South Yorkshire 
1,026 (sixth). 

“There are thousands of 
people out there who don’t 
care about their pets at all. In 
fact, some literally treat them 
like rubbish,” said RSPCA 
Midlands superintendent Kel¬ 
ly Rivers. “Worse still, holidays 
like Christmas can lead to an 
increase in abandonments as 
some people choose to get rid 
of their pets rather than pay 
for them to be looked after 
while they are on holiday. 

“It’s bad enough when we 
find a box of kittens wrapped 
in blankets on our doorstep, 
but now people are deliber¬ 
ately dumping their animals 
in out-of-the-way places - like 
bins, skips or on waste ground 
- and leaving them to an un¬ 
known fate.” 

The charity is expecting 
around 140,000 calls in No¬ 
vember and December alone, 
with around 50,000 animals 
needing help between now 
and Christmas.

Two new schools set to be 
approved on old mail site 


Plans to build a new 1,500- 
place secondary school and 
420-place primary school on 
the site of a former Royal Mail 
sorting office in Northampton 
are set to be approved next 
week. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has submitted an ap¬ 
plication to convert the large, 
disused building in Barrack 
Road into two schools to help 
provide extra places for pupils 
near the town centre. 

Members of the county 
council’s development control 
committee are due to discuss 
the plans - which include sev¬ 
en houses, a private nursery, 
cafe, gym and floodlit outdoor 
sports area - at a meeting next 
Wednesday. 

A report prepared by coun¬ 
cil officer Peter Moor ahead 
of the meeting states the 
new schools were needed to 
cope with the rising demand 
for pupil places in Northamp¬ 
ton due to an increased birth 
rate, immigration and new 


housing developments. 

Since 2010 there have been 
extensions completed at 20 
primary schools across the 
town, adding more than 3,300 
new pupil places. 

The council is currently 
predicted to be short of 148 
secondary school places in 
2016. 

The county council held a 
public consultation about the 
plans in July and only received 
four letters of objection. 

The main issue was about 
possible traffic problems aris¬ 
ing in Barrack Road as a result 
of the increased vehicle move¬ 
ments at school opening and 
closing times. 

Councillor Sarah Uldall 
(Lib Dem, St George) said she 
fully supported the plans but 
said that local residents were 
“very concerned about the 
highways aspect of the plans”. 

She said: “I am not a traffic 
expert, but I would ask that 
the highways department 
at County Hall takes into ac¬ 
count congestion, and try to 


find ways to encourage more 
walking and cycling.” 

It is proposed that the 
secondary school - which 
would include a 300-place 
sixth form - and the primary

Alcohol issues 



The number of people in 
Northamptonshire admitted to 
hospital or dying due to alcohol 
abuse is more than double the 
East Midlands average. 

And a report released by the Al¬ 
cohol Concern charity, shows 
the cost per year of hospital 
stays for high blood pressure 
caused by excess drinking was 
more than twice the regional 
average at £7.4 million. 

Alcohol Concern chief ex¬ 
ecutive, Jackie Ballard, said: 
“The NHS is now facing an in¬ 
tolerable strain from alcohol- 
related illnesses. This is not 
just from readily-identifiable 
causes such as A&E visits and 
admissions for liver disease, 
but from a significant number 
of other conditions in which al¬ 
cohol plays a major, but often 
under-appreciated, part.” 

The figures took in the en¬ 
tire county except for the Corby 
area - which has its own NHS 
body - during 2012/2013. 

Northamptonshire had 
96,887 drink-related hospital 
admissions in 12 months (57 
per cent through A&E), com¬ 
pared with the regional average 


of45,335- Almost two-thirds of 
the inpatients were men and 45 
per cent were aged between 55 
and 74. 


People dying of alcohol-re¬ 
lated causes totalled 254 ver¬ 
sus an East Midlands average 
of 107.

Thieves strip parts 
from steamroller

A much-loved steamroller 
may never run again after 
thieves carried out a ‘military 
style’ theft of its parts from a 
field in Northamptonshire. 

Gulliver, an Aveling and Porter 
steamroller, was undergoing 
repair in a secure building at 
Welton, near Daventry, when 
it was targeted by thieves. 

Gulliver’s heartbroken 
owner, David Viewing, said: 
“In a stunningly brazen mil¬ 
itary style attack, a highly- 
organised gang drove across 
open fields and broke through 
closed gateways to reach the 
engine’s home in a secure 
building. They then spent a 
considerable time loading up 
a huge quantity of tools and 
equipment before escaping.”

“We were clearly naive to 
believe that our secluded loca¬

Restrictions mean 
trouble for dub staff 


A Northampton nightclub 
has been left with parking 
issues after the county coun¬ 
cil painted double yellow lines 
on the street outside. 

Staff at The Boston Clipper, 
on the corner of King Street 
and College Street in the town 
centre, have been left without 
a place to park their cars after 
parking was restricted with¬ 
out warning all along King 
Street, they said. 

Owner of the club, David 
Randle, of The Castle Free- 
house Group, complained 
when the lines were painted 
and claimed he was told by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council that they had been 
painted “in error”. 

However, the council has 
since confirmed the restric¬ 
tion was made under a “tem¬ 
porary traffic order”. 

Mr Randle said: “We have 
owned The Boston Clipper for 
10 years and there has never 
been a need for double yellow 
lines. 

“Before, there was a sin¬ 
gle line on both sides of King 
Street to restrict parking be¬ 
tween 8am and 6pm, but this 


was fine as we are a late-night 
venue and we parked on the 
street outside those hours. 

“Last weekend was the first 
since the lines were officially 
enforced and it was used all 
night by taxis, so it was just as 
busy as before. 

“Parking in King Street was 
used not only by bar staff and 
suppliers, but musicians with 
heavy kit and door staff who 
are often called out to security 
emergencies at other venues 
in town. 

“They all now have to pay 
for parking further away and 


■ A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire County 
Council said: “In order to 
facilitate better traffic flow 
around this area of town, 
a series of measures has 
been implemented. Vehi¬ 
cles parking in King Street 
were impeding access to the 
Park Inn hotel and, as such, a 
temporary traffic regulation 
order (TRO) was brought in 


this will have a huge impact on 
our business.” 

“We have appealed against 
this decision but have had no 
response. 

“In the meantime, one of 
our staff has been fined for 
parking in King Street dur¬ 
ing the period when we were 
to understand the restriction 
was a mistake. 

“I can’t understand who is 
meant to benefit from the re¬ 
striction outside 8am-6pm. 

“The council put in the 
lines before consulting and 
that is contrary to their rules.”

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Motorists avoid ban from 
driving despite 23 points

Motorists with up to 23 points 
on their driving licences have 
been allowed to keep on 
driving by Northamptonshire 
courts. 

One 43-year-old from Welling¬ 
borough with 23 points on his 
licence is still driving, despite 
the legal limit for a driving ban 
being 12 points. 

A man aged 45 from Ket¬ 
tering is also still on the roads 
with 20 points on his licence 
and a 26-year-old man, also 
from Kettering, is still driving 
with 19 points. 

The figures were revealed 
following a request to the DV- 
LA for the release of the sta¬ 
tistics under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Normally, there would be 
an automatic driving ban un¬ 
der totting-up rules when a 
driver reaches 12 points on 


their licence. 

But the offender can go to 
court to try to persuade mag¬ 
istrates that they would face 
exceptional hardship if they 
faced a driving ban. 

The latest offence from the 
driver with the most points in 
the north of the county - the 
man from Wellingborough 
with 23 points - was a speed¬ 
ing offence in a 3omph area 
which carries a penalty of 
three to six points. 

This means that he must 
have already had at least 17 
points on his licence when 
he persuaded the court not to 


ban him. 

No further details on his 
identity were released by the 
DVLA. There was only one fe¬ 
male in the top 10 list - a wom¬ 
an from N orthampton with 18 
points on her licence. 

There was no-one from 
Corby or East Northampton¬ 
shire on the list. 

Micaila Williams, head 
of employment at Seatons 
solicitors, which has 
branches across north North¬ 
amptonshire, said: “Excep¬ 
tional hardship is ordinarily 
exceptionally hard to prove. 

“Defendants need to show 


more than just the normal 
consequences that flow from 
the ban like loss of employ¬ 
ment. In reality the courts 
are more interested in how 
the driver’s ban would affect 
others. 

“Having committed the of¬ 
fence the driver is the one that 
needs to be punished and suf¬ 
fer the consequences of his 
own actions. 

“However, the ripple effect 
of the ban on others who have 
no culpability at all bears heav¬ 
ily on the mind of the court. 

“For example, if by a ban 
the driver would lose signif¬ 
icant business and others 
would lose their job then this 
may amount to exceptional 
hardship. 

“Additionally, the impact of 
a driving ban on elderly rela¬ 
tives and children will be an 
important consideration. 

“As a note of caution what¬ 
ever exceptional reason ad¬ 
vanced and accepted by the 
court cannot be used again 
for another three years.”

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Overflowing bin removed 
after rise in fly-tipping

A residents’ association that 
complained to Northampton 
Borough Council about excess 
litter and fly-tipping has been 
left puzzled after the local 
authority removed the only 
bin on their road. 

The bin was installed in St 
Edmund’s Road in the spring 
because residents were frus¬ 
trated by rubbish dropped in 
the streets. 

People did use the bin and 
it was regularly full but, be¬ 
cause fly-tippers also started 
to use the immediate area as a 
dumping spot, the council re¬ 
moved it again in August. 

Chairman of the St Ed¬ 
mund’s group, Anne Wishart, 
said having no bin at all was 
not the solution. 

“We campaigned long 
and hard to have the bin put 
in as there were none on St 
Edmunds Road and this was 
causing a big rubbish prob¬ 
lem. 

“The bin was used, but it 
quickly started to overflow 
and I saw it being removed on¬ 
ly a couple of months later. I 


asked the warden on duty and 
he said it was because the rub¬ 
bish had been attracting street 
drinkers. 

“But I don’t think that is 
fair as those people can hard¬ 
ly be blamed for fly-tipping 
mattresses, fridges and iron¬ 
ing-boards. Blaming street 
drinkers is just an excuse.” 

■ NBC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, Mike 
Hallam, said: “We take a ze¬ 
ro tolerance approach to 


fly-tipping in Northamp¬ 
ton and will take legal action 
against anyone we catch. 
“Earlier this year we identified 
an area on St Edmunds Road 
where people felt it was fine 
to dump their unwanted items 
as the taxpayer would pick up 
the bill. We have taken action 
to make it clear this is not ac¬ 
ceptable and not encouraged. 

This irresponsible behav¬ 
iour brings down the neigh¬ 
bourhood.”

Sophisticated and versatile 


How many visits do new car 
buyers make to a showroom 
when they’re considering 
changing the family holdall 
parked on the drive? 

A few years ago the answer 
was a round half dozen. Now 
it seems that same shopper 
visits a showroom once, which 
means first impressions count 
more than ever, with only a 
single chance to romance a 
buyer into signing on the bot¬ 
tom line. Better start with a 


good looking car, then. The 
man who made the new Peu¬ 
geot 108 look the way it does 
is a sharp-dressing Dutchman 
named Ivo Groen, design di¬ 
rector for this model, and for 
the car it replaces, the 107. 

He’s honest enough to ad¬ 
mit the two cars share rather 
a lot of the bits you can’t see, 
but the 108 does look a more 
sophisticated take on minimal 
motoring than the 107. 

The new range starts at 
£8,245 and the little engine 
sounds enthusiastic as it 


pulls you along at a perfectly 
reasonable pace, while record¬ 
ing an impressive 57.6mpg on 
over city, country and mo¬ 
torway tarmac. There’s not 
much room in the rear - and 
the boot is small - but this is a 
car designed for life in the city, 
where the optional 1.2 litre en¬ 
gine would be of little benefit.

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Saints will come out fighting 


Wood urges team-mates to bounce back quickly against Ospreys

Tom Wood admits Saturday’s 
defeat at Racing Metro felt 
like the end of the world’ - but 
has urged his team-mates to 
bounce back quickly by beat¬ 
ing Ospreys this weekend. 

Saints suffered a gut- 
wrenching 20-n reverse 
against Pool 5 rivals Racing at 
Stade Yves du Manoir, with a 
late try and conversion cost¬ 
ing them the consolation of a 
losing bonus point. 

That put the Top 14 giants 
in the ascendancy in the bid to 
progress, with Ospreys, who 
thrashed Treviso 42-7, also en¬ 
joying an opening-day victory. 

Saints now knowthey must 
see off the Welsh side at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens on Saturday - 
and Wood expects his team to 
come out fighting. 

“We said in the dressing 
room that it felt like the end 
of the world because we came 
away from home, put a lot of 
effort in and come away with 
nothing,” said the England 
star. 

“But we’ve got to dust our¬ 
selves down and if we can pick 
up wins and potentially bonus 
points at times, we’re still in 
the competition. 

“We’ve got to win that next 
five games and give ourselves 
a chance. We’re not going to 
lie down, but we’ve given our¬ 


selves a mountain to climb. 

“It would have been nice to 
come away on op ening day and 
win on French soil, but we’ll 
have to do it the hard way now 
and we’ll be doing our best to 
try to do that.” 

Saints’ disappointment at 
the Racing defeat was com¬ 
pounded by a hamstring in¬ 
jury to George Pisi, who hit the 
ground after dropping the ball 
when heading for the line. 

It was a harsh blow for the 
Samoan centre and his side, 
but Wood does not feel that in¬ 
cident, which occurred with 
Saints 10-6 down, was the key 
reason for the defeat. 

“As soon as George gets 
that ball in his hands you ex¬ 
pect him to score every time 
and it’s cruel luck, but we still 
had time on the clock to go and 
win that game,” he said. 

“We still did a lot of things 
well, but to some extent it’s a 
different sport in this com¬ 
petition. Playing away from 
home, in France, it’s a com¬ 
pletely different approach to 
the game. 

“In all honesty, I don’t know 
what we could have done dif¬ 
ferently at maul time. 

“There were some things 
going on that you can’t ac¬ 
count for and if you try to po¬ 
lice yourself you end in the sin 
bin yourself. 

“I don’t know what the an¬ 
swer is, but you keep going and 
keep hoping for the best.” 



Hartley: 
We must 
step it up 


SKIPPER Dylan Hartley has 
urged Northampton Saints 
to ‘step it up’ as they bid to 
put Saturday’s Champions 
Cup disappointment behind 
them. 

Jim Mallinder’s men suf¬ 
fered a20-n defeat to Racing 
Metro in the Pool 5 curtain- 


raiser in Colombes. And 
Hartley is now desperate to 
ensure similar disappoint¬ 
ment is avoided this Satur¬ 
day, when Ospreys head to 
Franklin’s Gardens for a cru¬ 
cial clash. 

“Wewentfromchasingthe 
game, to being able to draw 


the game and then to a point 
where we had a losing bonus 
pointandthenitwas all taken 
away from us,” said the Saints 
skipper of the defeat to Rac¬ 
ing. 

“We’rejustgoing to have to 
step it up and get points else¬ 
where now.” 


Wilder says injury problems are ‘freaky’ 


CHRIS Wilder has described 
the Cobblers’ injury list as 
‘freaky’ after centre-back 
Lee Collins became the lat¬ 
est player to be ruled out of 
first-team action. 

Collins did not travel 
with the squad to Chelten¬ 
ham Town on Saturday after 
suffering a trapped nerve in 
his foot, with his place in the 
side taken by Gregor Robert-

son for the 3-2 defeat. 

It means the number of 
players missing has again 
risen to six - Collins, Zander 
Diamond (ankle), Marc Rich¬ 
ards (hamstring), Ian Morris 
(knee), Evan Horwood and 
Lewis Hornby (both tendo¬ 
nitis). 

The high injury count has 


been a major talking point 
this season and Wilder was 
almost lost for words when 
asked about the latest fit¬ 
ness setback for his squad. 

“I’mjust at a loss,” he said. 
“We’ve talked about it and 
it’s freaky at the moment, 
it’s just freaky. 

“You look at the injuries 
and where they’ve happened 
and what has happened to 


the players involved and it’s 
just far too many. 

“I’ve never wanted to run 
with a squad of 27 or 28, we 
want continuity and a tight 
group because we feel that’s 
the only way you can get abit 
of rhythm. 

“I would never use it as an 
excuse but we have got good 
players sat at home and now 
my skipper is there as well. 


When those players are not 
available it does weaken us.” 

Meanwhile, Cobblers as¬ 
sistant manager Alan Knill 
has confirmed the club did 
not make any approach for 
Oxford United players dur¬ 
ing the summer. 

There were tenuous links 
between Town and Oxford 
centre-back Jake Wright in 
the transfer window. 


But Chris Wilder did not 
return to his former employ¬ 
ers to recruit any players, 
and Knill said they achieved 
all of their planned signings 
during that time. 

“Idon’tthink(anyofthem 
were targets),” he said. 

“The players we signed 
in the summer were all our 
number one targets and we 
werepleasedwithwhowegot.”
